The si reels lire wide, and a 
square is to he devoted to public build- 
ings, church, etc, Without wishing to 
detract from the mcrils of Victoria, it 
cannot he denied that Hie harbor of Es- 
quimau has decided advantages, its size, 
deep water, excellent anchorage, free- 
dom from obstructions, and approacha- 
bility at all times for vessels of the lar- 
gest, jonnage, render it superior to any 
porl on (he coast ; and whatever may be 
the inducements offered in favor of oth- 
er Ports of Entry up Frascr river, or 
elsewhere, it is highly improbable they 
can ever affect the importance due to 
Esquimalt. Indeed the subject is so 
well known in England that Govern- 
ment has decided upon making extensive 
works there, having, il is fully believed, 
selected il as the grand n;ivf*l depo ! - ' 
the Pacific.
